b. The CPA 11 g fear that it will suffer a fate similar to that of the Union 
Kslava which was dissolved by the Argentine government after a riotous 
session broke out just prior* to the opening of its Third Congress*

-hi order to safeguard itself against punitive measures and possible outlawing.
